RVING PROBLEMS 


Transportation’ problems of: the 
‘present and future were discussed 
_by Paul Shoup, vice-president of the 
Southern Pacific Company, as a guest 
of the Rotary Club at Berkeley. 

Mr. Shoup dealt with the trying 
situation the railroads found them- 
Selves in after they had been de- 
voted to war uses, as to condition 
“of the properties, their financial out- 
look, ,and the need for reorganiza- 
tion along the line of property oper- 
ates ‘which the Government had 
‘broken up during the war period. 
| He described the railroad transpor- 
tation act of 1920, and the intent of 
Congress to creete Such rates -- 
would give railways the opportuni: 
to earn 6 per cent on the value of 
their ‘property as determined by the 
‘interstate commerce coMmission, if 
which one-half of one per cent would 
80 to additions ang betterments. 

“The law 80 reads and rates were 
80 made,” said Shoup, “that there 
is no Possibility of large returns such 
as exist in connection with private 
business. There is, therefore, abso- 
lute need. for steady returns which 
will attract capital to the railroads 
in competition with all other forms 
of investment. The necessity of main- 
taining. adequate transportation is a 
necessity of the whole’ people. After 
all, the railroads are simply agents 
for the public, using private capital 
to carry on an essential public ser- 
vice with no guarantee from the 
country of any return on that cap- 
ital, but only the opportunity to, earn 
a possible 6 per cent, the loSges ‘ to 
be borne by the investors. 

“Capital from the East must be at- 
tracted to California in connection 
with the development of Ats public 
utilities: When the fuel oil supply jis 
lessened, greater and greater de- 
pendence upon hydro-electric power 
will be necessary, since California 
has no large coal flelds of conse- 
‘quence. This hydro-electric power 
can be developed only through the 
immense sul's of capital which must

The public service corpo- 
iations are loath to make any fur- 
ther requests, except as absolute ne- 
cessity demands,” 

Shoup challenged the 'statements 
made at Sacramento that the public 
service corporations were not bear- 
ing their fair share of taxation, 
pointing out that Professor Plehn, 
| the foremost tax expert in Califor- 
nia, sustained this challenge. “It is 
of great importance to determine 
(1) what the actual necessities of 
the State are under an economic pro- 
gramj (2) what actual revenue it 
will have during the next two years 
under the present rate of taxation; 
(3) if there is need for increased 
rate of taxation, where the burden 
ought to go. which is a matter to 
be determined by thorough digging 
for the facts and a clear analysis 
of the results obtained. 

“An tattempt was made two years 
ago to raise the rate of taxation, 
but it did not get anywhere, be- 
cauSe the United States railroad ad- 
Ministration would not pay any more 
taxes than it was paying, and the 
rates were “not raised. Nevertheless, 
under the old rates the State is 
going into the next, biennium with 
a Surplus of several millions of’ dol- 
lars, which served to illustrate the 
need of a clear analysis of necessary 
expenditures and as8ured revenue be- 
fore proceeding.”
